Communication VII 
By Sigmund von Frauendorfer, Secretary-Treasurer 


The 14th Internatioanal Conference for Documentation was held at 
Oxford and London, Septomber 21-26, 1938. The Secrotary-Treasuror of 
the International Committee of Agricultural Librarians attended this 
important mocting in his capacity as Chief Librarian of the Interna- 
tional Institute of Agriculture. As the program of the conference in- 
cluded many topics relating to international collaboration and specialized 
documentation, the following summary may be of interest. 

A great number of reports and communications were presented to the 
conference. The topics and discussions were under the following nine 
sections; 


1. The making of abstracts from periodical literature 

2. Application of indexing systems 

3. The practical application and use of bibliographies 

4, The state of bibliography in various countries and in 
various subjects 

5. Photographic and other technical methods in their applica- 
tion to bibliographical problems 

6. The teaching of documentation 

7. Theories of cataloging and indexing systems 

8. The organization of information services 

9. Tools for library co-operation 


Practical propositions concerning international cooperation by means 
of rationalization and standardization were made by Dr. Prinzhorn (a member 
of our Committee and representative from Danzig), who gave in his report 
an excellent summary of national and international standards for libraries, 
books and periodicals. Among the standards already officially adopted 
may be mentioned those for the abbreviation of periodical titles, for the 
unification of bibliographical citations, and for the "Ordnungsleiste" , 
which is a sort of abbreviated recapitulation of the data essential for 
putting in order periodical numbers. The problem of standardization of 
the method of transcription of Slavonic and other uncommon alphabets was 
dealt with in the reports of Mr. Damiani (Rome) and Mr. Wharton (London). 
Another member of our Committee, Mr. Lancaster-Jones, representative of 
Great Britain and Keeper of the Science Museum Library, contributed a most 
interesting and exhaustive paper on the subject "Evaluation of scientific 
and technical periodicals" as a basis of the selection for libraries. 
Various representatives appreciated the importance of establishing lists 
or repertories of documentation centers cither on a national or inter- 
national basis. Mr. Donker-Duyvis (iothorlands), Honorary Secretary of 
the International Federation for Documentation, read an exccllent paper 
on this problem and made a vory flattering roference to the recently 
formulatod questionnaire of the Library of the Intornational Institute of 
Agriculture which was sent to all members of our Committee and has served as 
a basis for the compilation of the world list of agricultural libraries to

be published shortly. This questionnaire was reproduced as a supplement to 
Mr. Donker-Duyvis's report. 

Among the reports bearing directly on agricultural interests may be 
mentioned the one by Dr. S. v. Fravendorfer entitled "International co- 
operation in the fie]d of agricultural documentation".* The conclusions 
of this report relaté so closely to the program of. our Committee that it has 
seemed advisable to give below the full text. 


i In each country there should be a large central agri- 
cultural library which would function as the representative 
organ for coordinating agricultural documentation within its 
own country and to which the relations with foreign countries 


could be entrusted. Countries which have not yet a national 
central library specializing in agriculture should create such 
a library. =, ; 


~w 


Agricultural libraries should gradually adopt uniform methods 
in cataloging, classification, transliteration, alphabetical 
filing, and in other points of library technique. 

3. Professional organizations of agricultural librarians, such 
as exist already in two countries (the United States and 
Czechoslovakia) should be established in all countries. They 
should be affiliated with the International Committee of 
Agricultural Librarians already organized. 

4, Careful study should be given to the possibilities of estab- 
lishing standards for professional training of agricultural 
librarians and bibliographers. As to the very important 
problem of standardization and rationalization of biblio- 
gerephical and abstracting work in agriculture, the following 
suggestions are made: 

5. An international title bibliography of agricultural science 

(books and articles of scientific value and of international 

interest) should be begun by expanding the "International 

Bibliography of Agricultural Economics" which is compiled at 

the Library of the International Institute of Agriculture, to 

cover the technical branches of agriculture also. 


6. Complete national title bibliographies of agricultural 
science should be begun or, where they already exist, further 
developed. Their scope would be to supplement the inter- 

: national bibliography by including material of local interest. 


Abstracting services should be coordinated in such a way 

that the international literature of each important branch 
of agriculture would be covered by a good abstracting journal 
in each of the main languages. These abstracting journals 
Should work in mutual contact in order to avoid duplication of 
work wherever feasible and every effort should be made to in- 
clude the literature of less-known languages and minor countries.

Furthor points closcly related to library work as woll as to biblio- 
graphical work are the following: . 


8. - The agricultural press of most countrics, sciontific as 
well es popular, needs urgently to be roorganized, coordinated, 
and in many instances, reduced. Groater uniformity as to size, 
arrangemont of titlo, table of contents, indexcs, author's sum- 
marics, ctc., is dosirablo. Of grcat importance is the prob- 
lem of providing valuable articlos with abstracts in other 
languages or giving at least a translation of tho tables of con- 
tents or individual titles, especially for journals written in 
the less-known languages. 

9. The ofton valuable material relating to agriculture con- 
taincd in the daily press should be utilized ina systematic 
way by ostablishing national clipping filos and possibly an 
intornational center of the samo kind. 

In connection with this report, the conference formulatod and adopted 

the following resolutions: 


1. To compile and publish intornational. surveys, of current 
bibliographies and abstracting journals relating to special 
subjects. " 

Qe To publish a world list of libraries and documentation 
contors dealing with special subjocts. 

3. To publish comprehensive intornational lists of catalogs 
of periodicals dealing with Specinl subjects. 

4. ‘To establish international contact between libraries and 


documentation contors dealing with a givon subject in order 
to rationalize bibliographical and abstracting services and 
to avoid duplication of work. 


The world list of agricultural librarics previously mentioned is now in 


press. The proofs for the different countries. were sent to the members of 
our Committee, all of whom gave their valuable help and collaboration by 
correcting the proofs and adding supplementary information. 

_Agricultural librarians will be interested to learn that the Interna- 
tional Institute of Agriculture has decided to publish, beginning with 
October 1938, a quarterly bibliographical bulletin entitled "International 
Bibliography of Agricultural Economics", ran on the same lines as the 
"Internationale Bibliographie des agraréxonomischen Schrifttums" which has 
been published since 1933 in the German periodical "Berichte Uber Landwirt- 
schaft" (Paul Parey, Berlin). The Bibliography will include the titles 
of all books, bulletins, pamphlets, and periodical articles dealing with 
economic and social aspocts of agriculture, including all bibliographical 
data necessary for the proper indication of the publication. Among the 
various subjects treated are agricultural policy and oconomics, comprising 
land economics, colonization and settlement, crodit, cooporation, insurance,

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HOOKER SOJENTIFIC LIBRAX! 
Centrai College, Fayette, Missouri 


One of the new journals just received by the U. 5. Department of Agri- 
culture Library is the Record of Chemical Progress published by the Friends 
of the Zooker Scientific Library, Central College, Fayette, Missouri. The 
first nunber, which is for January 1939, has as its opening article a brief 
biography of Samuel Cox Hooker (1864-1935) written b; Dr. C, 4A. Browne, Bureau 
of Chenistry and Soils, U. S, Department of Agriculture, and condensed ‘ 
from his longer article in the Journal of the Chemical Society 550 (1936). 
From this article are taken the following paragraphs giving brief biograph- 
ical date about Dr. Hooker and a description of the Hooker Library: 

"The death of Dr. Samucl Cox Hooker at his home in Brooklyn, 

WN, Y., on October 12, 1935, removed from the ranks of American 

chomists one of its most remarkable figures. He was born on April 1g; 

1864, at Benchley, in the County of Kent, England. His father, 

John Marshall Hooker, was the son of Stephen Hooker. His mother was 

Ellen cox, daughter of Samuel Cox of St. Helicrs, Jersey. ‘ 

"Shortly after Hooker's birth his parcnts moved to South Kent, 
and after a brief interval to Sevenoaks. It was here that he spent 

most of his childhood and reccived his preliminary cducation, 

chicfly at Queon Elizabeth's Grammar School. At the age of 17 he 

was the head of his classes... 

"Young Hooker in 1881 ontcred the Government Science School at 

South Kensington, London, of which Professor Huxley was then the } 

head... He made rapid progress in his sciontific studies and after t 

two years was awarded a prize for advanced scholarship in chemistrve. ; 

In 1884 young Hooker left London to continue his chemical studics at 

imich... Hooker's excollent preparation in chomistry ond his ; 

brilliant resoarch uvon retene cnabled him to obtain his Ph. D. degrec ; 
at iiummich in the romarkably short period of one year, He had moan- 
while como to the concivsion that America offercd the best oppor- 

tunity for his chemical futurc and immediately after taking his dce= 

gree came to the United States in the hope of being able to con- 

tinuc his organic research work at one of its universities, Being 

unsuccessful in this, he obtained a position as chicf chemist with 

the Franklin Sugar Refining Co. in Philadelphia, in the latter part 

OF 18bSee." 

When the Franklin Sugar Refining Co. was later purchased by the American 
Sugar Refining Co., Dr. Hooker's allegiance was transferred to the latter 
company. 

"His promotion thorcaftor was rapid, and he soon became one of 

the leading consultants of his corporation on all matters pertaining 

to sugar manufacture and refining... ; 

"In 1909 Hooker was appointed to the board of directors of the 

Amcrican Sugar Refining Co. and shortly thoreaftcr moved his residence 

from Philadelphia to Remsen Street, Brooklyn, where ho snent his ro- 

maining days, _ 
"Hooker had long cherished the plan of retiring from business, 

so soon as he had acquired a competency, in order to enjoy a well- 

carned loisure and to realize the fulfillment of certain long-deferred

plans. He therefore resigned from the directorship of his company 
in 1915, thus closing his long productive connection of thirty years 
with the Amcrican sugar industry. 

"Having shaken off all business cares and responsibilitics, ho 
was read: to take up with charactcristic zest and thoroughness lines 
of activity in which hoe had long maintained an intorest. The first of 
these was the resumption of the organic rosearch work upon lapachol--- 
Another vursuit which ongaged much of Hooker's time was the building 
up of his magnificent scientific library. He commonced the accumu 
lation of sciontific books carly in lifo and was constantly adding 
to his colloctions, even during his period of industrial activity. 
Tho enlargoment of this library, especially in the acquisition of rare 
sots of journals, was pursued very energetically by Hooker in his later 
years, with the result that he finally possessed one of the most com- 
plete chomicol librarics in the world. 

"Dr, Hooker's objoective was to make this library the most com- 
plete chomical library in tho world. At his death he folt his ob- 
jective was really accomplished. t+ comprises a collection of over 
21,000 volumes, 18,820 of which are volumes of periodicals, and, of 
course, written in many forcign languages in addition to English. 
Besides pure chomistry other fiolds represented are sugar technology, 
pharmacology, metallurgy, dyes, pnotography, physics, astronomy, and 
biology. 

"Ono of the many extraordinary itoms is a complote set of the 
Philosopnical Transactions of the Royal Society of London from its 
Commencement in 1665. The earlier volumes include the bookplate 
of Richard Arkwright, the inventor of the spinning jenny. It in- 
cludes many volumes which were at one time owned by the late Sir 
Williom Crookes. Dr. Hooker assembled his library from many sources, 
both in this country and abroad, building it from the best available 
copies and guarded them from careless hands. One special object was 
to make all sets complete. Examples of American complete sets are: 
American Journal of Science, beginning 1818, and the Journal of the 
Franklin Institute from 1826. 

"In 1936 through the assistance of William R. Warner and Co. 

New York and St. Louis, the library was acquired by Central College, 
Fayotte, Missouri, and threc of Dr. Hooker's children presented to 
the college their father's private research laboratory and his study. 
The library, laboratory, and study have been reconstructed as far 

as possible in order to duplicate the original arrangements and 
constitute a permanent memorial to Dr. Hooker..."

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THE EVALUATION OF TECHINICAL PERIODICALS 


The following interesting article on the evaluation of technical 
articles is reprinted from the British journal Engineering, vol. 146, no. 3805, 
December 16, 1938, pages 707-708. 


. 


Consciously or unconsciously, the director of an abstracting : 
service has to exercise some method of selection in determining ' 
what periodicals shall be utilised in making the abstracts, and 
the problem of this’ selection is a difficult one. If the abstracts 
are concerned with some specific field such as, for instance, water 
pollution, there are cortain journals and periodicals which anyone 
familiar with the subjcecs’ will at once suggest as suitable media, 
but outside these there is an enormous mass of publications which 
will contain matter coming within the sphere of the service. There 
are probably evén many journals which are directly or mainly con- 
cerned with the’ subjcet, but of which even the expert may not have 
knowledge, possibly because they cre published in languages with 
which he is not familiar, . a. 

The same problem of selection faces the head of a research ) 
organisation, who has to determine what periodicals shall be exam 
ined by the information department, which is usually maintained 
for the purpose of keeping the research workors in touch with 
developments in the field with which they 2re concerned. Again, 
no matter of what type his library may be, every librarian has to 
exercisoe sclection in determining what periodicals he shall pur- ; 
chase, or otherwise endeavour to obtain. The problem presented to. 
the head of a special librory is essentinlly the some as that fac- 
ing 2 research director, but in the ce rse of » gonornl library the 
aifficultics are in a sense accenturted. Such 2 library can 
usually carry comparatively few technical periodicals covering a 
specific field, so that choice is more restricted than in the 
case of a special library which can afford to be more generous 
in its range. In the case of provincial town libraries, it is 
not unusual for an attempt to be made to assemble a specialised, 
but limited, set of journals which bear particularly on the chief | 
local industry. In such cases judicious selection is of con-— 
siderable importance. 

At first sight it might appear that the problem with which 
the general librarian has to deal is simpler than that facing the 
special librarian or the research director; but this is not necese 
Sarily the case. In, for instance, the engineering sphere, there 
are certain‘obvious journals which would be selected by any libra- 
rian desirous of covering the subject. For the smaller type of 
general library they would in general, suffice. The director 
of a library of an important town, or of 2 university, might, 
however, well desire to extend his holdings by making o selection 
from among the lorge miss of less obvious journnis. He will, as 
a rule, hove no specinl knowledge of the subject concerned and

his problem is to find some system of guidance among a mass of 
unco~ordinated names, One possible procedure isto find out what 
journals ‘are carried by other, Similar, libraries, while further 
guidance is furnished by readers who may ask that this or that 
Periodical shall be added to the library list. A librarian wish. 

“ing to utilise’ the first procedure would have no difficulty in obtain. 
ing information from other librarians, while he will obtain assistance 
from the "World List of Scientific Periodicals", which gives the hola- 
ings of many reprosentative librarics in Groat Britain, Information 
Supplied by readers! requests may be uscful, but the individual reader 
is not necessarily an expert and the fact that a journal is asked for 
is not always cvidenco of its value. 

‘It is clear that if libraries are to determine their holding of 
periodicals by finding out What periodicals other libraries contain, 
then the whole sistem is working in a circle, and that little oppor- 
tunity will be offered for new or obscure, but valuable, publications 
to find a place on library shelves; Clearly some more independent 
method of selection is desirable, Any mothod must ultimately depend 
on expert opinion. Whon we said above that, in the engineering sphere, 
certain obvious journals would be selected for any library wishing to 
Gover the subject, we wore, in offoct, relegating tho choice to tho. 
expert, The journals might not be in any way obvious to a librarian 
who, per se, igs expert only in librarianship and certainly cannot be 
familiar with every subject dealt with in the publications which it 
is his duty to collect and make available, xpert opinion, however , 
has its limitations, as we suggested in our first paragraph, and any 
system which could reinforce its wenknesses vrould be of value, 

It is probnrble thot for general library purposes the opinion of 
somcone with knowledge of the special subject concerned is all that 
is necessary, but for special librarics and rescoarch organisations a 
Systom morc indonendent of theo individual is likely to be of valuc.e 
Such a systom virs described by Mr. BE, Lancastor—Joncs ina peper 
bearing the title "Evaluation of Scientific and Technical Poriodicals,!" 
which he read before a Joint meeting of the Association of Special 
Libraries and Information Bureaux and the International Federation 
for Documentation at Lady Margaret Hall, Oxford, on September 25, and 
already briefly referred to in our issue of September 30. The system 
described, which ig known as "roference counting," has beon used in a 
number of cases by Amorican library investigntors. It consists in 
the selection, by experts, of a basic list of periodicals which are 
known to be of value and in extensive use in the sphere of the subject 
Concerned, Every issue of these journals is then cxamined over a 
period of, say, na year, and overy reforonce made in footnotes or clscu 
where to relovant articles is noted, together with the name of the 
periodicals in which tho articlos appear. In this way a list is obtained 
of the journals most frequently referred to and, it may reasonably be

assumed, found most useful ‘by: sig a in the field concerned. As Mr. 
Lancaster-Jones points out this procedure is necessarily weighted. by 

the initial selection of basic periodicals, but beyond that. stage it 

has the advantage of being independent of personal opinion. It would 
appear that, were any library prepared'to undertake the labour involved, 
the personal equation might be almost climinated by successive revisions 
of the basic Llist-in terms of the results of the reference counting. 

Mr, Lancaster-Jones, in his paper, reviewed many aspects of the 
evaluation of periodicals, in addition to those on which we have 
touched, .One of these concerns the question of language. If an 
attempt is made to compile a selcct list of periodicals on the basis 
of library holdings, it will be found that, in the ficld of foreign 
publications, American journals will tend to hold a prominont place 
in British libraries, purely in virtuc of the language in which t hey 
are writtcn and that, following these, French and German periodicals 
will show a lead ovor those in other foroign langunges.e From the 
point of view of the genernl library, this language bias may possibly 
be ignored since, to a large proportion of its clicnts, publications 
in foreign languages, particulorly languages other than French or 
Gorman, arc of little valuc. In a special Tec A eee organisa 
tion or abstracting service it is very undesirxble, hovevor, that the 
value of an article should be in any way judged by the language in 
which it is written and the necessarily biased holding of a general 
library, even a library of standing, cannot be taken as a guide bo. 
the more useful journals in any technical sphere. 

An apparently possible’ source from which to compile a select 
list of journals in any specific subject is furnished by the various 
standard refcrence guides to periodicals, but in practice they will 
not be found of much service. The reason for this is that they are 
necessarily not in themselves selective. Even if the periodicals 
are classified according to subject no effort will be made to distin- 
guish the highly scientific from the merely popular. The compiler's 
concern is to list thepcriodicals, not to describe them. As matters 
are at presont, if a student or rescarch worker wishes to compile a 
list of the more valuable publications in any field, his best proce~ 
dure, apart from appeal to expert opinion, would probably be to 
examine abstract journals and technical indexes to ascertain what 
journals are most frequently quoted, particularly in reference to the 
matters in which he is specially interested. No abstract journal, 
however, deals with every possible periodical bearing on its. field

An interesting investigation illustrating this was given by Mr. 
Lancaster-Jones. He made a personal examination of current electro 
technical periodicals in the Science Library, South Kensington. Those 
in English were excluded from the survey, but 68 in foreign languages

were judged to be first class. Of these 68 periodicals only 40 were 
found to be dealt with in any of the three principal abstracting 
services in the English language--Science Abstracts B, The Metropol~ 
itan-Vickers Technical News Bulletin, and The Engineering Index. It 
was found, however, that 49 of the 68 were indexed by the new German 
"Elektrotechnische Berichte" and that these included 15 of 28 not 
dealt with by the three services in the English language. -The 1934 
edition of the "World List of Scientific Pcriodicals" gave only 16 
of these 28 publications, and gave no holding for 3 of the 16. Somo 
of these periodicals were relatively new, but many: dated back more 
than 10 years. 

The result of this investigation makes it fairly clear that no 
existing abstracting service surveys the whole relevant field. That, 
indeed, is probably an impossible ideal, but, none the less, the 
services might be improved were critical. select lists of the current 
journals in the various specific scientific spheres available. Mr. 
Lancaster-Jones expressed the opinion that by co-crdinating data 
obtained from a consideration of library holdings, the field of 
abstracting services etc., it would be pessible to construct a critical 
index to all current scientific and technical journals, The task 
would be of some magnitude, but would not be impossible even for a 
single organisation. Given continuous revision, such an index would 
form a basic list from which specialised lists suited to individual 
needs could be drawn up.

The Canadian Entomologist for January 1939 (vol. LXXI, no. 1) com 
memorates the seventy-fifth anniversary of the founding of the Intomological 
Society of Ontario. It is devoted to various topics of historical and 
biographical interest, including among the articles a short history of the 
Society by A. W. Baker of the Ontario Agricultural College, Guelph. In 
this sketch it is stated that at the annual meeting on July 17, 1868, 
"a resolution was recorded in the minutes establishing the publication by 
the society of a periodical to be known as the 'Canadian Entomologist!, 
which was to be issued gratuitously to members and sold on subscription 
to others. Thus was established the oldest entomological journal on the 
continent, which has been publishod regularly as a monthly journal since 
that date."

In the spring of 1939 the members of the International Committee of 
Agricultural Librarians will be asked to collaborate in the preparation of 
a world catalog of agricultural periodicals which will be based on the rich 
collections in the possession of the Library of the International Institute 
of Agriculture. A list of agricultural periodicals currently received in 
this Library will be sent to the Committce's members. They will be asked 
to examine this list and make known, in so far as their own countries are 
concerned, the need, if any, of filling gaps or of making other revisions, 
in order to obtain a representative list of the agricultural periodicals 
in each country. 

This international catalog of agricultural periodicals will be pub- 
lished by the International Institute of Agriculture in 1940. In this 
connection it may be of some interest to know that the Institute's Library 
receives annually 3,033 periodicals and 373 numbered bulletins, exclusive 
of the yearbooks and annuals which are not considered periodicals. Of 
course the figures given above include periodicals of all countries and in 
all languages. "hed

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A GREAT HORTICULTURAL LIBRARY 

Jn intcrosting article on the Mngsnchusetts Horticultural Socicty Li bray 
which cppeared in Horticulture (Now England Edition), vol. XVII, no. Ms 
March 1, 1939, is reprinted here. The note of the Editor of Horticulture, 
which procedod the article, is else included. 

["maitor's Notor- Tho facet has hoon omphasizcd that many mombers of 
the Iassechusotts Horticultural Socicty know little about the socicty's 

arious activities and may not, indecd, roalize tho extensive range which 
those wtivitics have assumed. For that reason, a sorics of articles will 
be published describing tho different departments at Horticultural Hall © 
and tclling something abdout the work in whica cach dopartment is ongagods 
This, the first article, deals with the library, which is said by those 
who heve travoled widcly to be the largest and most important horticultural 
library in the world. This library is open to the public covery wock day, 
but only moenbors are pormitted to borrow books. Lany of the books circu- 
lated arc sont by mail and go, in some instances, to states as for. Toy 
as Florida. t+ is hoped that members of the society will make a point of 
visiting the library in order to become acquainted with the work which it 
is doing and the privileges which it preseats."] 

"The original library is kept intact in a separate case in the 
trustees! room. It includes those books listed in the first catalogue of 
the library, which was published in the New England Farmer, August 10, 1831, 
and it is made up of about 130 volumes many of them gifts of the charter 
members and outstanding horticulturists of the time. 

"In this room, under lock and key, aro kopt the valuable Amoricana 
(books published in this country prior to 1825) within the scope of the 
society's collection. There, too, will be found tho horticultural and 
botanical books of all countrios, published before 1800. Those which ap- 
peared. before the time of Linnacus are kept in a special section and in- 
clude the important herbels of the 17th and carly 18th conturies. 

'To travels of the carly botanists, thcir descriptions of the 
plonts thoy found, carly tneorics of landscepo dosign and agriculturel 
ond horticultural practices to be found in these oarly writings of the 
first gardeners and botanists of mony countrics prove of great value to 
those doing research on tho history of gerdening os well as the history of 
plants. 

"Tn a closed stack separate from the main reading room are kept those 
books of the 19th century which generally do not circulate but are often 
consulted for information by technical research workers and those gardeners 
who are interested in searching for the authentic or curious bits of in- 
formation which may be found in some of the gardening literature of that 
porioc. 

"The main body of the general collection of books in the library in- 
cludes both popular and professional books on gardoning in all its phases. 
Besides a large group of books on gardoning there are many sections of 
books on tho culture of special groups of plants - roses, bulbs, lilies, 
grocnhouse plants, rock garden plants, and many othors,

"Insects and diseases, soils and fertilizers, ecoriomic plants and 
Cultivated. plants are covered in scientific treatises as well as in modern 
popular writings. For those whose interests are in vegetables and fruits, 
there is an excellent supply of literature. The fruit Collection is one 
of the best and includes many of those books of the 17th, 18th and 19th 
centuries which were very important in contributing knowledge and reporting 
experiences, thus forming the foundation of today's research in the culti- 
vation of fruits. . 

"A garden would be a noor mixture of this and that if a plan were 
not made before planting. The collection of books on garden design and 
gardens of other countriés in the library provides much help and many sug- 
gestions for the professional landscape architect as well as for the home 
gardener who is making his own plan. And for the ladies who are inter- 
ested in design and from the aspect of flower arrangement there are books 
on Japanese as well as on the American principles underlying that art. 

"Although the main interest is horticulture, such a library as this 
would not be complete without a great deal of material on botany. The 
interesting 'Floras! of many countries ere nost valuable to members doing 
research on the plants of many Lands, and their introduction into culti- 
vation in our own gardens and elsewhere. Many of these works run into 
numerous volumes of text and plates, which are helpful in checking speci- 
mens that come in for identification or providing some artist with the 
Correct aspect of a plant he is using in an illustretion. Others are used 
by those who intend to travel in the region and want to know something of 
the plants there before they start on their journey. 

"For those who can travel only in their reading, there are-the writ- 
ings of the vlant explorers of many generations and the fascinating tales 
which lur'’s in the stories of their lives and their work. 

"The 25,000 volumes of 'the best of the world's garden books,! al- 
though they make up the greater part of the assets of the Library, are by 
no means the limits of its resources. Our file of horticultural period= 
icals is an unusually complete ane. The gallery shelves are lined with 
bound volumes of taese publications covering more than 100 years and 
from all parts of the world. 

"On the racks in the reading room will be found current numbers of 
scientific and popular garden magazines from England, France, Germany, 
Italy, and other countries as well as the best to be found here. Some of 
these are exchanged for our own pubdlicetions; some come by .subscription; 
and some are gifts. 

"The files of these periodicals, many of them with excellent colored 
plates, are very valuable to botanists and horticulturists for checking 
descriptions of plants, for obtaining historical. data and cultural notes. 
Printed indexes of various sorts provide the necessary key to unlock the 
information contained in many periodicals and they are supplemented by our 
own typewritten card index to plant material and articles found in some of 
the current periodicals not covered by official indexes. Other ‘Library 
reference tools' include the indexes to the many document series published 
by the government, invaluable in locating material, especially that from 
the Department of Agriculture.

"Another valuable asset of the library is its collection of nursery 
catalogues going back a century or more and added to each season. From 
Burope, Asia and Africa as well as the western continent they come each year, 
in different shapes and sizes - some veritable books of information beauti- 
fully illustrated, others brief listings of sceds from distant corners of 
the carth. Old ones are used to check varieties and species of plants; new 
ones aro constantly thumbed over by those searching for the ordinary or un- 
usual, Ono of the qucstions most ofton answored by the staff is 'Where can 
I dhitys soue endeisoucdi? 

"Another question which comes to the library, especially during the 
winter months when the garden clubs are having their indoor meetings is ‘What 
list of books or articles are there on this - or that -?! Bibliographies 
on many subjects are being prepared constantly, end for those members vho 
econnot come into the library, packages of books are selected to fill needs 
and sent out by moil. Other garden clubs avcil thomselves of the priviloge 
of coming to the library for their mceting and listening to a lecture by the 
Librarians 

"At timos such as this and a+ othor times during the year when shows 
are on and for spocinl commomorative cvents, the show cascs in the library 
arc filled with a pertinent oxhibit of unusuelly rare material or books il= 
lustrating particular subjects. At other times the cases may contain an 
exhibit of gardon club natoriol from all the states, of cspecial interest to 
the garden clubs Shep for the library is collecting important publica= 
tions of gordon club orgoai ations throughout the country. Other clubs and 
organizations consult suc ess: for progrom ideas, ond for general 

information. 

"As the developnont of horticulture continues, groups interested in 
particular plants or groups * olenis have developed and formed their own 
organizations, These special plant socictics nake use of the comnittece 
rooms for their meetings and the library as well as the society as a whole 
cooperate with them in every way to foster their enthusiasm and interest and 
the general interest of all who love plants. 

"Naturally, those working with this horticultural collection must have 
a broad Sammareche in the field as well as understanding of library technique 
iiss Dorothy Manks, tho librarian, is a graduate of Radcliffe, with a special 
courso inlibrary training taken at Simmons. Hor assistants are Miss Brenda 
Newton, landseape architect, graduate of Simmons and Lowthorpe School, and 
Miss Elizabeth T. Blossom, whoso training at Smith College included both 
botam’ and horticulture, and who has teught these subjects in college, high 
school and summer camps. 

"The library is opon to tho public overy weckdey from 9 a. m. until 
5 Pe me Oxcept that it closes ot 1 p. m. on Saturdays in the summer, 
Qucstions may be sont by mail and transmitted by tclephone. 'Sorvice! is

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JOURNALS OR MICGRO-FIINS?

"Ideally every investigator should be acqueinted at every stage of 
his work, with all the relevant results obtained by other people. With- 
out such imowledge he may be ill-enuipped for his task and may waste tine 
and lnbour on what has already been done elsewhere, It. was to mect this 
neod for current knowlcdge that the systcm of publication by papers in 
periodicals developed, and in tho carly days of modern sciconce it served 
its purpose wcll enough, Now, however, the system is clearly failing. 

The number of scicntific periodicals is somewhere botwoon 30,000 and 
40,000, of which perhaps half are still being issucd, and they continue 

to inercnse beth in numbor and in size, To malto matters worse ea very 
lerge proportion of the papers vhey contain - some would say three- 
quarters ~ do not really deserve to »o published at all; often they have 
been written only becaus? published york is expectcd by the authorities 
who fill appointments and renew grants, Through sisdirected Zeal, local 
patriotisn, and the tradition of learned societies journals are often 

kept going long eftor the necd for them has ceased, and wnions of overe 
lapping periodicals, of the kini that gave pirth to the British Journal of 
Ophthalmology over twenty years ago, aro far toc few, The gencral tondency 
indecd is tovards. separation rather than amalgamation. But the over 
growth of periodicals is obviously defeating its own ends. A scientitic 
worker, unless he devotes an excessively large proportion of his time to 
reading, can cover only a small fraction of the papers oven on his particu- 
lar subject, and he is obliged to peruse much that is uscless for fecr 

of missing something useful. Morcover, the cost of subscriptions to 
sociotics and to journals - of whoso contents he probably reads loss than 
2 tenth - is a serious drain on his purse and may usec up as much as 5-LO 
per cent of his salary. If he relies on librorieos he moy find that the 
periodicals he requires are wanted by a dozon people ot once; furthermore, 
because of their high cost, mony of them nover reach any but the largest 
libraries, and numbers of far-from-insignificant foreign journals never 
reach this country at all. 

"To help the individual investigator to find what is worth his 
reading is the function of the numerous abstract journals now published. 
But even these ere becoming unwieldy, Thus in two of the sciences most 
closely allied to medicine - biology and chemistry - the abstracts then 
selves, although so brief as often to be useless, have reached an alarming 
total vulk. The annual Biological Abstracts hns now become a volume of 
nearly 3000 pages, and the indexes, without which it. loses mush of its 
value, arrive nearly two years oftor the text, In tais latter respect 
Choemicol Abstracts is much better sorved, but it hes attained the appalling 
mass of three volumes a year, each of about cO0C pagos. Not vory long ago 
the Medical Iibrary Association, whose work descrvos to be better known on 
this side of the Atlantic, set up a committee undor the chairmanship of 
Miss Blcanor Fair to look,into the problom as it affocts modicine, and 
this committec, which reported in 1936,t concluded that present methods

of publishing abstracts in clinical medicine are neither satisfactory 

nor comprehensive. Much time and money, as well as sincere effort, often 
representing personal sacrifice on the part of editors and scientists, are 
producing results that fall far short of goals that might reasonably be 
attained as regards scope, cost, promptness of issue, and the elimination 
of duplication. Mrs. Cunningham~ is of much the same opinion and makes 
sugecstions for meeting the need, with particular reference to America. 

It is clear that while some papers are abstracted in sevoral places, others 
escape all notice, 

"That the better dissemination of scientific information is becoming 
urgent is evident from the many references now being made to it. One 
aspect of the subject was examined by Sir William Bragg in his anniversary 
address, to the Royal Society, which is the theme of a leading article in 
Nature,” and a chapter is given to it by Professor Bernal® in a book we 
reviewed last week. It is no longer enough, Bernal says, to publish a 
record of covery new observation; steps must be taken to soe that every 
scientific worker reccives just the information required and no more, in 
just the right form. This will necessitate a limited distribution of 
dctailed accounts for the specialists, a wider distribution of summarics 
or abstracts, and frequent publication of reports or monographs covering 
the whole of recent advances in any given field of science. At the back 
of this system of distribution there must be readily accessible a col- 
lection of archives in which reference can be made to work of the past. 
The problem, as Bernal sees it, is a purely technical one that ought not 
to be difficult to solve, The scheme he advocates would make the separate 
paper, not the periodical, the unit for publication, Each paper would be 
subuitted to a central editorial board for its specialty, and if accepted 
would be reproduced on a standard cinema film. As many positives of this 
would be produced as were needed for distribution to interested specialists 
and to libraries, and the original master copy of the film would be 
stored so that copies could afterwards be run off on demand, This would 
obviate the present wasteful system of reprints, in which the cost is 
borne by the author and the reprints are often unobtainable by those who 
nocd them most. The methods of microphotography in use for these pur- 
poses have lately been described by Raney“, Page and Sayce®, and Brad- 
forda®, and preliminary arrangements are in hand in this country for making 
micro-film records at a cost of 1/2a. per quarto or perhaps less.’ ‘The

scheme outlined by Bernal would be run in conjunction with a system of 
abstracts, which, he suggests, wovld be on cards to be sent to libraries 
and institutions, and appropriate selections would be sent to research 
workers who asked for them. Reports, monographs, and original scientific 
works of larger compass than individual pnpers would be published as at 
present but under a more unified editorship. The only kind of periocical 
that would remain after these reforms would ve that which publishes, in 
the form of notes, the latest scientific news aac reflects 'the relation of 
science to wider social probiens.' 

"Lrrangements such as those proposed by Frofessor Bernal would have 
many advantages, though, as he zecognises, precautions would have to be 
taken against certain abuses. Vosted intcrests would be opposed to it, 
but these he does not regard as serious, for very few scientific period- 
icals are commonly profitable. We fear, however, that he minimises the 
inertia and conservatism of human nature. Thus the need for some kind of 
projector or reading apparatus will militate agninst the extensive use 
of microphotographic films; and how are we to cater for those who like to 
read in the train, at meal-times or ever in bed? If libraries ever come 
to consist mainly of films stored away in boxes, gone will be the pleasures 
and educational benefits of 'browsing!' It seens more probable that in 
this new revolution a small beginning will be made by wider application 
of the method already used by Science Service, Washington,l which leaves 
the present system of periodical publication untouched but employs micro- 
photographs for longer papers that cannot readily be accepted by editors. 
A short abstract only is published in the journal and any interested per- 
son can purchase a film of the full paper from Science Service at a cost 
of about one cenit per page. This scheme of ' auxiliary publication,' re- 
cently discussed again by Seidell,@ ensures that papers are perpetually 
‘in print,' but no extensive space-consuming stocks need be stored, All 
that is needed is the original document itself and the micro-film negative."

Through the initiative of Dr. Atherton Seidell, National Institute of 
Health, who took an important part in the establishment of Bibliofilm 
Service, now operating under a Cooperative arrangement between the Department 
of Agriculture and the American Documentation Institute, there has been 
established in Paris a similar service, Le Bibliofilm de la Commission 
Internationale des Industries Agricoles. From this service the following 
letter has recently been received by the American Documentation Institute: 


"In December 1870, in besieged Paris the courage of the 
anxious people was suddenly restored. Pigeons descending from 
the heavens of France caused this miracle by transporting on 
their wings the fragile photographic films of Dagron. 

"Seventy years have passed. The microscopic messages 
have brought about the development of microfilm, and the air- 
plane with giant wings has replaced the pigeon. These two re- 
sults of modern science work in common for closer relations 
between peoples by facilitating their exchanges in the fields 
of thought and science. 

"On the occasion of the first air service between France 
and the United States, LE BIBLIOFILM de la Commission 
Internationale des Industries Agricoles sends to the Bibliofilm 
Service of Washington its most sincere good wishes for the 
development of the work which it has undertaken.

Orders for the Copying of research materials located in France, such as 
university doctoral dissertations in chemistry and other fields, are now 
being filled by the Bibliofilm Service of the American Documentation Insti- 
tute, through its Correspondent service in France. While the rates natur- 
ally vary, due to foreign exchange, they are approximately the same as those 
of the home service, averaging about two cents a page for microfilm copying. 
Payment may be made to the Bibliofilm Service in American money. Corres- 
pondence in regard to foreign or domestic research Copying orders should 
be addressed to Bibliofilm Service, Care U. S. Department of Agriculture 
Library, Washington, D.C., not direct to the Library. 

Orders are likewise being received and executed by the Bibliofilm 
Service through existing or developing services in Russia, Sweden, Germany, 
and other European countries, Japan and India, and Latin American countries. 
No advance quotations can be given but in the case of specific orders the 
Maximum initiative is used in execution. While rates naturally vary, they 
are in the main on a non-profit basis, and mich below those of photostatic 
Copying.

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FORESTRY ABSTRACTS 





Under the title "Forestry Abstracts", the Imperial Forestry Bureau, 
Oxford, England, has started publication of a quarterly journal, This 
journal "will provide a survey in English of the current literature. of 
forestry from all parts of the world. Each issue will normally include 
special reviews of the literature cf particular subjects, noted on anmial 
reports, and abstracts classified by subject. In the abstracts the aim 
is to cpitomize the contents of cach paper so as to onable tho reader to 
judge of its value as a contribution toe knowledge. In addition to papers 
in English, Fronch, and Ce cana abttocation will be dircctcd to those pub- 
lished in the less faonilior languages." The first mmbor appeared in 
June 1939 and dealt mainly with tho literature of 1938. Later numbers 
will appear quarterly in September, December, March, end June, four numbers 
constituting a volume. Indexes wiil be issued anmiailly. Annual sub- 
scription is 25s.0d. Single issues are obtainable for 7s.dd. 

In the introduction to the first issue, the following statement is 
made: "It may be noted that the Current Monthly Record of incoming 
literature is to be continued for the present in the intcrests of those 
who find it uscful to have lists of matorial as it appears: but it may 
be necessary to repeat in Forestry Abstracts some cf the titles included - 
in the C.11.R, in the case of papers that are ag importance but for one 
reason or another unsuitable for abstracting. 

The subject classification used in Sea nateente appears on 
the inside of the cover page.. The classification is based on "Forest 
Bioliography with the Index Number 634.9 F. An International Decimal 
Classification on the basis of Melvil Dewey's System. Adopted on the 
recommendation of the International Committee on Forest 2ibliography, 
1906-12933," 

As the opening paragraph of the first number, explaining "The Changing 
Shape of Forestr:," is of particular interest, it is given below; 

"Those wno have been interested in the study of trends in for- 
estry will have noticed during the past few years a distinct change 
in the outlook of foresters arid forestry organizations in many parts 
of the world. Largeiy as a result of the growing realization and 
experience of the evils conscquent on misuse of land, there has been 
a gradual shifting of emphasis from 'production forestry! to ‘'pro- 
tection forestry'; and forestors are coming to regard thcir work less 
as an isolated activity, carried on in reserves set apart for the 
purpose, than as one of several facets of the complex protlem of land 
use. An outcome of this movement has been a widespread urge towards 
the acquisition of deeper knowledge of the sciences common to forestry 
and other relatively extensive forms of land use, and fundamental 
to the study of soil, vegetation, and climatc." 

At the close of this paragrash, an extract was given from a Parlia- 
mentary White Paper on the Colonial Empire during the year ended 3lst March 
1939*, as illustrative of the movoment, and interesting for the outline it 
gives of the present trend of forest elias jn the British Colonics,

The Agricultural Libraries Section held its annual meeting Friday 
afternoon, Jute 23,. at the San Francisco Civic Auditorium. The chairman, 
W. P, Kellam, Librarian, North Carolina State College, Raleigh, presided. 
Mildred Benton, Librarian, U. 5, Soil Conservation Service, acted in 
place of the absent secretary. Of the 56 librarians in attendance, 

3 were from state experiment stations, 12 from colleges of agriculture, 

8 from university libraries, 11 from government offices, 20 from public 
libraries, and 2 from business libraries. The states represented were as 
follows: California,21; Connecticut,1; District of Columbia,6; Idaho, 1; 
Illinois,2; Indiana,2; Iowa,1; Kansas,1; Michigan,1; Minnesota,2; New 
York,1; North Carolina,2; Ohio,2; Oklahoma,1; Oregon,4; Pennsylvania, 2; 
Utah,3; Washington,1; Wisconsin,1. There was one eae hs British 
Columbia. 

The program consisted of two papers, the first dy sania B,. Mitchell, 
Director, School of Librarianship, University of California, the second 
by Ralph R, Shaw, Librarian, Public Library, Gary, Ind. Dr. Mitchell's 
paper, entitled "The Amateur Gardener's Library," outlined in some detail 
the actual books, periodicals, and society publications an amateur gardener 
should have access to either in his private library or in the public library 
attempting to serve him, The paper will appear in the gardening number of 
the Library Journal, March 1, 1940. Mr. Shaw's talk was on "Reference and 
Research Worl: in Scientific and Technical Libraries." He warned ugainst 
the tendency to run to an index without thinking about the nature of the 
Question and envhasized the importance of fully understanding the question, 
both its terms and its scope, before rushing to find the answer. Selecting 
the best type oi approach to the problem and carefully considering the Kinds 
of reference Works available should be the final steps, he said, in giving 
quick reference service and efficient soarch service in ell sorts of 
libraries in all departments. 

The business meeting began with the report of the Reorganization 
Committee, given by its chairman, Jackson BH. Towne, Librerian, Michigan 
State College. This will be printed in full in the A.L.4, Bulletin, Oct. 
15,1939, The committee was appointed to consider whether she aoc tuae 
shovld become a subsection of the Association of College and Reference 
Libraries and to stud the functions and aims of the Agricultural Libraries 
Section, Mr, Towne said that the absence of any mombcrshio list was one of 
the chief reasons for the appointment of his committec. The Committee under- 
took to find out by means of a questionnaire and an explanatory accom- 
panying letter what all A,L.A. members who might be interested in the 
future of the Agricultural Libraries Section thought about reorgenization,. 

Before discussing the results of the questionnaire Mr. Towne quoted 
some of the letters he had received which raised such questions as: What 
libraries should be considered agricultural? How can a sufficiently large 
official subdsectional mombership be secured when head-librarians pf land- 
grant colleges will probably vote with the university or college subsec- 
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(continued) 


tion of the Association. As the covering letter explained, each member of 
the Association of College and Reference Libraries will vote in one sud- 
section which he may choose and to which fifty cents of his one dollar dues 
to the A,C.R.L. will go. 

The summary is given heré of the results of the 349 questionnaires 
sent out to the library staff mombers of land-grant colleges and the U.S. 
pia of Agriculture and of the 32 sent to miscellaneous agricultural 
ibrarics. 





"1, In your opinion are the interosts of agricultural librarics adequato- 
ly served by the presont set-up of the Agricultural Libraries Section?" 
Of the 351 questionnaires sent out 192 replies were received. The 
answers to the above question were: "no," 93; blank, 90; "yes," 9. 
"2, Do you think it would be desirable to reorganize the section?" 
From a total of 192 replies received, 130 voted "yes," 57 left 
the question unanswered, and 5 voted "no," 


"3. If you answer to no.2 is yes, which of the four steps listed 
below do you prefer? Place check in one of the four parentheses. The 
committoe is making evory effort to reach ovory momber of the A,L.A, 
who will have amy possible intcrost in the future of the Agricultural 
Librarics Section, "

Four possible steps: 

"(a) Immediate application by the Agricultural Libraries Section 
to the Association of College and Reference Libraries for permis- 
sion to be incorporated as a subsection of the latter. Ty 
understood that the word ‘subsection! is to be changed in the not 
distant futuro." 

Of 192 returns received, 159 voted for this step. 


“(p) Application by the Agricultural Libraries Section to the 
A. C. R. L. on the understanding that the word 'subsection' will 
not be used even temporarily." 

Of 192 returns received, 7 voted for this step. 


"(c) Continuing aloof from the A.C.R.L., and reorganizing at least 
to the extent of a restatement of the points in the A.L.A, Handbook 
and of the recommendations of the Committee on Future Activities 
so that the Agricultural Libraries Section will better provide for 
Consideration of the special problems of the land-grant colleges." 

Of 182 returns received, 2 votcd for this step.

"4, If the Agricultural Libraries Section undertakes no new affilia- 
tion, do you think membership dues should be charged?" 
Replies received included 100 affirmatives, 72 blanks, and 20 
negatives. 


This was followed by a concluding question which read; "If your an- 
swer to number 4 is yes, do you favor $1,00 dues, as now charged by 
the Association of College and Reference Libraries, or $.50 as charged 
by some othor sections and round tables?" 

The vote was: for $1.00 dues, 27; no specific answer, 92;. for $,50 
dues, 73. 


Mr. Towne concluded that in view of the majority of votes, 159 out. 
of 192, in favor of step (a), which was application for permission to be 
incorporated as a subsection of the A. ©. R. L., there was only one major 
recommendation for his committee to offer, namely that the Section make 
such an application, He also urged valiant striving for expansion and in- 
creased vitality if the Section is admitted to this status. 

Among the difficult tasks facing the new officers he mentioned: getting 
non-A,L.A, members in agricultural libraries interested, overcoming the 
natural apathy both of the land-grant college staff members who are not 
primarily agricultural, and of full-time agricultural librarians who cannot 
afford to attend ALA. meetings regularly, and meeting the competition of 
other strong program-forming groups in the A.L.A, 

The members of Mr. Towne's committee were; W. P. Kellam, ox officio; 
Nelle U. Branch, Librarian, College of Agriculture Branch Library, 
University of California, Davis; James A, McMillon, Librarian, University 
of Louisiana, Baton Rouge; Margaret T. Olcott, Assistant Librarian, Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics Library, U. S. Dept. of Agriculture, Washington; 
Zeliaette Troy, Librarian, Boyce Thompson Institute for Plant Research, 
Yonkers, N,.Y. 

Since so few people and so little time remained after the reading of 
this report and because the majority vote on the questionnaire was in favor 
of applying for membership in the Association of College and Reference Li- 
braries, it was felt that the only action necessary would be by the new 
chairman of the Scction in initiating such an application, 


In the absenco of the chairman, Miss Borcaw, Miss Cummings read the 
report of the Committee on Cooperative Bibliographical Aid; "From May 
1938 to May 1939 eight lists of references on the literature of rural 
life were compiled by this committee for publication in Rural America, 
the organ of the American Country Life Association. These lists contain 
references to recent books, pamphlets and periodical articles on rural 
subjects selected by the different members of the committee, supple- 
monted by reviews contributed by Mr. Benson Y, Landis, Executive Secre- 
tary of tho Amcrican Country Lifo Association. The personnol of the com- 
mittee is as follows; Orpha Cummings, Librarian, Giannini Foundation of 
Agricultural Economics, Berkcloy; Cora L. Feldkamp, Librarian, Office of

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FIFTY YEARS OF EXPERIMENT STATION RECORD 


The current issue of the Record begins a new half century of ser- 
vice. It was in September 1889 that the Office, then under the direction 
of Dr. W. 0. Atwater, undertook to meet the need which had been visualized 
in the 1888 report of the Commissioner of Agriculture for "a journal for 
the stations to contain accounts of their current research, abstracts of 
similar work in this and other countries, and other matters of mutual in- 
terest..., in short, a means to provide prompt and constant intercommunica- 
tion between the stations and bring them from outside what they want to 
know." This journal appropriately received the title of Experiment Station 
Record. 

At the time publication was begun, less than 2 years had elapsed 
since the first Federal payments to the States under the Hatch Act of 1887. 
However, experiment stations had been established under its provisions in 
40 States and Territories, and in most of these publications had been 
issued or were under way. <A digest of Annual Reports of the Agricultural 
Experiment Stations for 1888 had also been prepared by the Office, but 
this did not include publications other than the annual reports, nor did 
it meet the need for frequent and regular assembling and summarizing of 
the considerable amount of new and much-needed information which the sta- 
tions were bringing to light from day to day and disseminating more or 
less locally through diverse channels. Furthermore, it made no adequate 
provision for the furnishing to the stations of the "advice and assist- 
ance" contemplated by the Hatch Act, and gave no opportunity for the 
exercise of lesdershiv by the Office in bringing the stations together 
and coordinating their work. 

Volume 1, number 1, of the Record therefore was gotten out by the 
Office staff as the beginning of "a current record in brief outline of 
the results of experiment station and kindred work." Besides the abstracts 
of station literature, provision was made for including "brief accounts 
of the publications and work of this Department and such information for 
station workers and others interested in agricultural science as may from 
time to time be deemed advisable." Editorial notes, later expanded into 
formal editorials, were begun in the second issue for the discussion of 
topics of direct interest to the stations, and news notes with volume 2 
as "a helpful means for keeping the stations advised of one another's 
work and plans and for showing the general public more of the spirit 
and tendancies of the stations, the kinds of work they are doing, the 
aid and recognition they are receiving, and the advances they are mak— 
ing," 

The need which was realized from the beginning of acquainting 
station and Department workers and others with current research in 
agricultural science outside the United States was met in part in 1890 
by the inclusion of publications from Canadian institutions and a few 
months later by an extension to other foreign countries. During the 
next two decades this feature of the work was developed to the point 
of a reasonably complete coverage of the world's major findings in 
agricultural science.

The expansion in scope was accompanied by some condensation of 
abstracts, but was primarily made possible by an enlargement of space. 
Volume 1 dealt with some. 280 reports and pilletins and aside from indexes 
and tables of contents, contained 325 printed pages. Volume 20, vublish- 
ed in 1908-9, consisted of 1,200 nages of comparable material including 
5,336 abstracts. Three years later the two volumes which were boing 
brought out annually contained a total of 7,841 abstracts and 1800 printed 
pages of abstracts, editorials, and notes : 

The 1912 maximum of 1,200 pases plus about 300 pages of indexes and 
contents continued without change until 1929, when the advancing cost of 
Been ine. brought about the abolition of the detailed table of contents 
from each issue and a consequent reduction of about 100 vages per year. 
Nine Weare later similar causes led toa curtailment in the space avail- 
able for abstracts. At that time a Shades of printing costs resulted 
in the omission of an entire issuc of 144 pages and an abridement of 4 
later issues by 16 pages each. Data ecently compiled for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1939, indicate that the total shriniage in space from 
the previous years hns been over 200 pages, or 12 percent, while the 
total number of abstracts decreased from 7,218 to 6,746, a reduction of 
6.5 vercent, 

Since the past quarter century hes been a period of marxed expan- 
Sion of research agencies in-the fields of egriculture and home cconomics, 

he problem of adequately covering the literature in the space available 
has become increasingly acute. Under the prevailing conditions, full 
coverage remains of the technical publications of the experiment stations 
and the Department and of the many contributions of the st-ffs of these 
agencies which find publication through scientific journals and other 
nonofficial mediums. Material from other sources, however, is necessarily 
subject to an increasingly rigid selection. 

The extent of the service which the Record has thus far renderod 
may be visualized in part by the fact that volumos 1-80 contain nearly 
280,000 separate abstracts. The original articles included not only 
the entire scientific output of the Devartment and the approximately 50 
State experiment stations, but hundrods of other research agencics and 
individuals, using more than a dozen languages and located all over the 
world. 

Author and subject indexes have been provided from the béginning, 
and combined subject indexes have becn issued for volumes 1-12, 13-25, 
26-40, 41-50, 51-60, and 61-70. A similar combined index for volumes 
71-80, covering the 5-year’ period ended last June, is in preparation. 

The total number of cntries in the combined indexes as a whole probably 
far exceeds half a million. 

The usefulness of So extensive and unique a compendium of infor- 
mation has long since been widely accepted. Although with the passing 
of the years the Record's own bulk has been an increasing handicap 
to its preservation by individuals, it has become well-nich indisponsable 
to libraries and many other institutions as a work of reference. The

Office has cooperated in many instances in the completion of files for 
this purpose, and is still in a position to render considerable assist- 
ance in this direction. A moderate stock is even available for all of 
the combined indexes aside from that for volumes 13-25. 

For obvious reasons, contimity of policy and consistency of treatment 
has been the rule in the management of the Record, but mmerous innovations 
have been put into effect in recent years, notably the conserving of as 
mach space as possible for abstracts by curtailment of the editorials and 
news notes and abstracts of the station anmaal reports. These changes were 
made inzesponse to a questionnaire sent out to the experiment stations in 
1931 and discussed in detail at that time (E.S.R., 66, p. 401). Other 
suggestions are always in order, and will receive full consideration from 
the point of view of increasing the effectiveness of the Record as far as 
possible with the means available.

SKETCH. OF THE HISTORY OF THE PHILADELPHIA SOCIETY 
FOR PROMOTING AGRICULTURE - MEMOIRS 6* 
A Review by Everett E. Edwards, 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics, U. S. Department of Agriculture 


Founded on February 11, 1785, the Philadelphia Society for Promoting 
Agriculture was a product of the quickening of national consciousness that 
permeated practically every phase of American life at the time of the success- 
ful establishment of the United States of America. Previously, there had been | 
no urgent need of providing for group action in coping with agricultural prob- 
loms. During colonial times, the virgin soils of the Atlantic seaboard 
yielded abundantly, and it was only aftcr they began to lose their origninal 
responsiveness that it seemed essential to seek better ways of farming. There 
are scattered data that indicate the existence of agricultural societies of | 
local influence prior to the Philadelphia Society, but it is the oldest organi-= 
zation of this kind which can supply a history of its origin and activities 
Over a considerable period of time. . 

During its early years, the Philadelphia Society for Promoting Agriculture 
was in a strategic position to be of considerable influence. At the time of 
its founding, Philadelphia was the capital of the new Nation, and it was, there 
fore, the gathering place for representative leaders from all walks of American 
life. John Beale Bordley, the father of the society, seems to have this situa- 
tion in view when he moved from his estate on Wye Island in Chesapeake Bay to 
Philadelphia and sought out like-minded individuals of prominence who joined 
with him in founding the Society. 

One of the early activities of the philadelphia Society was the awarding of 
premiums for essays on pressing problems of fnrm management. These essays con 
stitute initial contributions to American agricultural literature since they 
were based, for the most part, on local and practical experience. They also

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have an important place in early history of agricultural education in America 
In an attempt to increase the influence of its findings beyond the range of the 
Philadelphia newspapers which published its proceedings, the Society eventu- 
ally began to issue substantial volumes called "Memoirs." The first appeared 
in 1808, the second and third in 1811, the fourth in 1818, and the fifth in 
1825. Then in 1939, after an interval of one hundred and fourteen years, 
Memoirs S - the volume here reviewed - has been issued. 

The purpose of the present volume is delineated by its.editors in the 
following words: 'We wish to develop a greater familiarity with and interest 
in our Society, its history, its library and its marascripts. In these, we have 
@ most valuable heritage. In Memoirs 6, we have drawn upon these sources with 
the idea of showing something of their quality." The result is not only a 
worthy tribute to the history of the Philadelphia Society for Promoting Agri- 
culture, but a treasure trove of data which ever individual and every library 
Who is interested in the history of American ogriculture should posscss. 

A partial emameration and description of the contents of Memoirs 6 will 
serve to substantiate this view. The first item is the sketch of the history 
of the Society which Dr. Rodney H. True presented at the celebration of its 
one hundred and fiftieth year. The second is the copiously illustrated pro- 
éram used on that occasion. The bulk of the remainder of the volume consists 
of letters, addresses, and essays by distinguished Americans who were connected 
with the Society at some tome or other. A vast array of agricultural subjects 
is covered, and the following are representative examples: the value of clover, 
the arrangement of the farm yard, mowing machines, grain drills, plaster of 
Paris as . mamire, the use of malt and beer for harvest hands, the binding of 
children to farmers, the Hessian fly and its ravages on wheat fields, rice 
drills, the mangel-warzol, and bovine tuberculosis control. The illustrations 
are similiarly varied in subject, ranging from portraits of John Beale Bordley 
and Richard Peters and facsimile reproductions of letters by Arthur Young, 
George Washington, and others, to likenesses of famous cattle and diagrams of 
farm machinery.

MAP OF MAJOR LAND MANAGEMENT ACTIVITIES 


A map of the major land management activities of public agencies 
within continental United States has recently been published by the U. 5. 
Department of Agriculture. The Forest Service handled the compilation 
and drafting of the map, with the cooperation of various public agencies 
whose projects are shown. "The purpose of the map is to provide an 
accurate, ready source of information on the land management activities of | 
public agencies as an aid to administration and. coordination of public 
programs." The map is posted as of Jamuary 1, 1939. Projects are 
over-printed upon the standard United States Geological Survey map of 
the United States. The map is printed in two halves (east and west) 
which, when joined, make a single map five feet high by. seven feet long. 
A small supply of the maps is available for limited distribution to 
public agencies. For agencies in Washington the Forest Service is 
equipped to mount the maps on muslin for $1.75 each; on muslin with 
moulding at top and pole at -botton, $3.50 each; on 1/4 inch wall board

In addition, the new catalog serves as an aid to the staff 

of the library in doubtful cases of cataloging practice, as the library 

also follows American cataloging methods, From June 1936 to August 1939 a 

tot.l of 205,000 cards were handled and filed. The catalog contrins at 

present 143 trays and 266 guide cards.

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LAND PLAYS N&W ROLE IN RURAL FICTION 


By Caroline B. Staten. Agricuiturel Hceonomist, 
Bureeu of Agricultural Economics, U. S. Department of Agriculture 


.Cleer-headed analysis uncolored by predilections might be said to mark 
Our oresent-day fiction involving the land. Without sentiment, even though 
they. may work with fervor, the authors look at. the land in, its relation to 
people, and grapple with the problems that the combination develops. They 
see the land no longer as necessarily an ally of: the ferning family but as 

element in living that may cause endless diffieulty if understanding of 
the soil and tolerance among men are not a part of the association. 

Take Jonun Steinbeck's much-discussed Grapes of Wrath, for instance. 
Neither situations nor characters are sentimentelized. iiuch of the conver- 
sation would have been congiderzé unprintadle a .few years ago. -These are 
real people of a rather primitive typs.from dust bowl, drought, and fore- 
closures. But they face strictly modern dilemmas on their farms, on the 
roads, in California - dilemmas to be comparcd only to nightmares. And, un- 
coutn and inadequate as these people are shown to be, they awaken the concern 
of vast numbers of readers - a concern that, even without the aid of the more 
technical book on the same subdject thot followed, might well have led to pub- 
lic action. Incidentally, the woman of the Joad family adds one more tothe 
pageant of stalwart farm women who have frequently added notable strength to 
Our rural riction. 

Sight is trained squarely on today, among most of the rural novelists. 
Almost sala egies with the turning of the official spotlight on the proolems 
of the tenants and the Baan arerPers cam? an avalanche of books apcut tnem 
including cies Caldwell's Tovacco Road, Paul Green's This Body the m 
David ae God Shakes Creation, Annette Hard's Return Not Again, ¥V. G. 
Lee's River George, and Charlie May Simon's The | Share-cropver. Cnief among 
the more recent are Charles Curtis Munz's Land without Moses in which a 
hopeless story is told of disintegrating forces that snnihilete a share- 
cropeing femily while a yearning boy who grows up determined to be different 
is broken by conditions, and Harry Harrison Kroll's autobiographical ne 
a Share-cropper which doés show that escape can be mate at least in rare 
instances. 

These books about tenure are not a sporadic phenomenon. Tenancy made 
a fairly carly entrance in rural fiction when Zlizabeth Madox Roberts wrote 
Time of Man end when Dorothy Scarborough was writing of the Texas farms, 
perhaos a decade ago. But they were rare instances whereas at the present 
time the theme is dominant, , 

Dust bowl tragedies are tynified in The Tree Falls South, wherein 
Wellington Roe wrestles with drought and forecicsures, and their relation to 
State and Nation. The present-day perplexitics of one Indian ae ns always 
trace to the land, sooner or tebe, as suggested in Edwin Corle's Penple on 
the harth and John Louw Nelson's Rhythm for Pain.

Pioneering or ‘making! land, once the chief theme in rural fiction, still 
has a place smong the new volumes, but authors now are more likely to write 
of pioneering in newer areas than the Midwest, on to look upon the pioneering 
with a more penetrating eye and to write of conditions, people, and events as 
they reelly were. And we have learned to take it. I* is probable that at one 
time we were prone to think of all pioneers as heroes in homespun. If so, 
novelists have done a service in reminding us that it nas taken all kinds to 
develop America. Vardis Fisher was one of tne first. to emphasize this fact 
and he had nard going with eastern pep bieheres although now he carries off a 
coveted orize with his story of the trek cf a whole people to a new land in 
Children of God. Mari Sandoz gave impetus to this movement, with her dis- 
illusisnins biograpnical book Qld Jules, and then witna S26 cum House which 
shocked some readers quite as mech as does Grapes of Wrath and with pernaps 
less justification for so doing. This yoar Meredith Furnas sroduces a land- 
greedy woman character in The Nisht is Coming who sugtusts the awful one 
created Oo: recreated by Miss Sandoz. Another early exverimentor in this more 
realistic rural writing was H, L, Davie with his Honey in the Horn which took 
Many readers distinctly by surprise; and he was cone of the first to choose a 
recently-develcped country for his story of pioncering, 

Anons tne newer areas developed under our ayes in recent fiction is the 
San Joaguin Valley of California, the background of May Miller's First the Blad 
In Trumpets Calling by Dora Aydelotte, a family of five natural-born pioneers | 
hom:stead on the Cherokee Strip. In The Quict Shore by daiter Havighurst a 
shore of Lake Erie passes from swampland, through drainage and cultivation, 
througn the prosperous farming era, and now experiences the encroachment of the™ 
utiliticvs und the vacationists, sll told in relxtion to one family. Sophus 
Keith Winther still writes of the Midwest, tt the hopefulness of a pioneer 
immigrant Denish family thet made its farm in an carlier book changes gradually 
in Mortage your Heart and in This Passion Nover Dies. Rose Wilder Lane's 
latest pook reads in places like the adventurcus earlior rural novels but it 
clearly exposes the irony of Free Land in the Daketas which breaks the hearts 
but no: the courage of the indomitable young couple who were dotermined to 
homestead rather than buy a farm near home as urged by thoir parents. 

But our current fiction of the land is not all hard-boiled. Genuine mow- 
ledge of different kinds of land in the Dakotes and their different kinds of 
uses is ovident in Horace Kramer's Marginal Land. This book demonstrates that 
a virile story can be told without canesecteht and that aoparently a man can go 
native without losing the finor characteristics of mind and spirit. "Tiis is 
the cerfect democracy," tHe leading cha cone thought to himsclf as hs grad- 
ually “3 aps conplete adjustment to the new country and its people. 

Then a few years ago Lyle Saxon wrote the very appealing and sensitive 
story called Children of Strangers in which a colony of French mulattoes, who 
have always been free, maintain a constant but hopeless struggle to uonidd their 
land and other } heritages on an island in the Mississippi.

Again the River, by Stella Morgan, does not sound like a tale of tne land 
but it may hold suggestions for those who are working with the problems of remov- 
ing families for their own good. in this book a little group of persistent 
people insist upon living on the edge of a river that is given to periodic 
overflow. Three times they are dispossessed with tragic attendant circum- 
stances but ecch time they return to their doomed acres. No place can scem 
Pike home to them unless it is at the foot of the hills and on the brink of 
the water. 

In their zeal to explore ang understand tne conditions under waich the 
rural underorivileged live and work, our novelists naturslly center attention 
en them, often setting their story forta with dramatic intensity. Only one 
paragraph in Land Without Moses, for instance, suggests the fact that land- 
lords, too, have their problems and verplexities and are sometimes the victims 
of antiquated or oredatory systems. In The Garden of Agonis, Caroline Gordon 
attempts to examine the conflicting lives of the plantation owner, the share- 
cropper, end the industrialist, in relation to their cconomic intcrdependsacs 
and emotional outlook. The outcome may not be completely successful but scr 
use of the baffling them is certainly an advance ina fair, just, and de- 
Seeeole direction. 

Strixing as the newer tendencies in rural fiction may be, yet it is true 
that forerunrers can be cited in most cf the phases. For while the carlior 
novels were concerned almost exclusively with the epic qualities of expansicn 
in the Middle West, for scme two decades now rural fiction hs kept abreast 
of rural America. And make no mistake about those eurlier rural novelists. 
Willa Cather and 0. BE. Rolvaag, although devoting themselves to pioneer tnemes, 
were reslistic for th-t day and were among tho first to prove to a skeotical 
public th t American farms could furnish material for goruine and rich ric-ion- 
al literature. Fural fiction is deeply indebted to thom and to Sarah Orne 
Jewett who wrote so simply of her Maine surroundings and wno first stimulated 
Miss Cather to write of subjects closc at home. And when allen Glasgow made 
her brilliant early entrence in this field, she used wornout Virginia farns 
as her locale. Their's are among the classics of all American fiction in 
quality, comprehension, and craftsmanship. They opened the rural way, and 
the resulting harvest has surpassed the exoectaticns of oven those whe have 
followed rural fiction with the eclcsest interest. 

Present novelists are more concerned vith reality of effect than vith a 
finished product. Tht they are contending with harsh and knotty prebdlens 
that are as vet unsolved, and that at times seom unsolvable, is perhaps reason 
encugh. There are these who believe thet in these tines of stress and caange an 
ability tc sce with penctrating cyo and to reconstruct the truth thus soon 
with imagin ticn and effectiveness may be more valuable for the moment than fin- 
ished criftsmonship. But it is hoped that as the best of those writcrs ponder 
more deoply cn what they see, realize its implicaticns in all directions, and 
becone more experienced in working with these vigcrous suojecs, they will do- 
velop sonething approaching a genuine style - for their thones are great, 
and they know it.

"The International Journal of Agrarien Affairs represents a bold 
attempt to meet this need. It does not and cannot claim in any way 
to be an official organ of the International Conference. The Council 
of the Conference has approved the idea of a Journal but, as the 
Conference is not yet in a financial position to undertake such a 
project, felt that its vublication must await the finding 6f finance 
from outside. Funds have now been raised from private sources, and 
this Journal therefore represents an experiment upon the success of 
which the Conference and its Council can exvress an opinion during the 
meeting in Hungary in 1941. I+ has been designed as a medium of 
expression for members of the Conference in all parts of the world, and 
it will be circulated to all members without further charge. 

"In yet another respect. the Journal may prove to be a useful ex- 
periment for the International Conference. Recent Conferences have 
established a type of programme which concentrates a major part of the 
time on the discussion of basic economic and social problems which, 
as the editor says in his preface, are international in the sense that 
they are evident in one form or another in all countries. Thus, the 
Fifth Conference at Macdonald College, Quebec, discussed in this way: 

"The Social Implications of Economic Progress in Present—dav 
Agriculture. 

"Land Tenure and the Social Control of the Use of Land. 

"Farm Labour and Social Standards. 

"International Trade in relation to Agricultural Development. 

"The plan of the Journal is to extend facilities for the discussion 
of this tyve of subject. The topic raised in this first number is of 
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almost universal interest, and speaker after speaker in Canada re- 
ferred to it. This issue therefore makes possible the continuation 
of discussion opened up at earlier Conferences and anticipates further 
discussion at subsequent Conferences. In succeeding issues the subject— 
matter of the Journal will be closely bound up with lines of thought 
which have become charactcristic of the International Conference. 

"The close association of the Conference with the Journal is 
made possible because the financial and editorial work of the Journal 
is jointly in the hands of Mr. J. R. Currie, Honorary Secretary of the 
Conference, and of Mr. J. P. Maxton, who has edited the last three 
volumes of the Conference Proceedings." 


The following extract is taken from the note by the Editor: 


"An explanation by the editor of the form and purpose of the 
International Journal of Agrarian Affairs is called for in this, the 
first, number. The publication is called a Journal for convenience 
because it will be published as a periodical twice a year. It might, 
however, be as aptly described as a series of studies, because the in- 
tention is that each number of the Journal will deal as a rule with 
one goneral economic or social problem of agriculture. 
"First a word about the kind of topics which will be the subject-— 
matter of the Journal. Many of the problems of the economic and 
socinl conditions of agriculture are common to all countries. They 
may be present in greater or less degree in some types of countries 
than in others, and everywhere the forms and manifestations may vary, 
but the problems are international in the sense that they are funda-— 
mental issues in the agricultural economy of all countries. 
"These are the problems which will be the subject-matter of this 
Journal. The aim is to emphasize the universal concern with the 
solution of similar, and sometimes icentical, problems. Uitimately, 
it is on the international understaiding of these basic provicms that 
the firmness and security of international relations will denendaas 
"While the contributions will necessarily include useful and 
important facts and figures pertaining to the various problems, the 
Journal is designed as a forum for international discussion and not 
as a statistical year-book or encyclopaedia of agricultural information. 
International publications of the latter kind are already available, 
published by institutions infinitely better equipped for the purpose. 

As an essenti2l complement to the facts and figures there is need 

for international discussion of fundamental problems, and it is this 
need which the International Journal of Agrarian Affairs hopes to 
satisfy in some measure..." 
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"TH ADVANCEMENT OF SOLEYCE" 
A new quarterly “publication of. the 
British Association for the Advancement of Science 





The following interesting descrintion of this new periodical is taken 
from the Introduction to the first issue, October 1939: 


"The British Association was born of the period of reconstruction 
which followed the Napoleonic wars; it has been in a sense reborn of 
the period since the war of 1914-18. In 1919 there were those who 
viewed its future with some misgiving, fcaring that its mechanism 
was outworn, and that its methods would prove to be unsuited to the 
advancement of science in (what was called) a changing world. Eut both 
mechanism and methods proved themselves acaptable to new demands, and 
it is certain that the Association has been during the past twenty 

ears more steadily activo in the successful prosecution of its objects 
than at any earlier time since the first tew years of its establishment. 
This is not -the place to-offer chapter and verse for such an assertion;.- 
but it is made with confidence. Ané with a like confidence, another 
post-war period of rebirth is to be anticipated. 

"The meeting of the Association at Gambridze last year was 
fruitful in plans for the expansion of the Association's interests. 

At that meeting there was founded the Division for the Social and 
International Relations of Science, the activities of which, during the 
first year of its existence, are summarised in a short report included 
in these pages. At Cambridge also there was havpily established a new 
and stronger liaison between the British and American Associations for 
the Advancement of Science, which resulted inter alia in the. founda- 
tion of an.annual lecture to be given in alternate. years by an. Ameri- 
Can speaker at.-a meeting of the British Association, and ip a British 
speaker at a meeting of the American Association... 

"Another of the. important new measures decided upon at Canibaeiee 
was..the publication of.the annual report of the Association in quarterly 
parts, under the title "The Advancement of Science," -of which this is 
the. first issue. It takes the place of the annual volumes which have 
been published by the Association without intermisston from 1831 to 
1938. It might have been imagined that such a series of volumes, if 
only for the sake of their not-unimposing appearance. upon the bookself, 
would not have been readily condemned to extinction., But: for many 
years there.has been a growing tendency to regard them as an incubus 
in-the library, and as a place of premature burial for.scientific 

' Communications unworthy of such a fate. Time-.and again it has been 
found that an inquirer into some special branch of science, desiring 
to possess a report or discussion.thereon running to a few pages, 
was not ‘unreasonably aggrieved when compelled to acquire a‘book of 
several hundred pages in which that particular matter happened to be 
interned. Quarterly publication should at least in a measure abolish 
that difficulty. 

"The Advancement of Science" is intended in the future to make a 
wider appeal to lay readers of. scientific matter than an annual volume 
Could possibly make. But here the circumstances in which our first 
number appears compel the entry of a caveat. There is material in hand, 
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from the Dundee Meeting of the Association, and from the activities 

of the Division for the Social and International Relations of Science 
during the past year, to provide for the issue of three or four parts in 
something approaching the form (though perhavs not in the bulk) that 

was intended. It may under certain conditions become necessary to 
defer subsequent issues due within the present year; as to the future, 
it can only be said that at the moment of writing, preparations for 

the intended meeting of the Association next year in Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne are in abeyance, 

"Apart, however, from the reporting of the annual meeting, 
Quarterly publication has been adopted with the intention of combat- 
ing the belief, hitherto widely prevalent through the lack of an 
effective channel of communication, that the Association, after any 
one such meeting, lapses into a coma until it is time to awaken itself 
for the next. In normal circumstances, that is far from the truth - 
farther than ever during the past year, when the now Division, having 
been empowered to hold meetings of its own 'at times and in places 
other than those of the annual meetings of the Association,' has done 
So in Reading, in London, and in Mancnester. 

"To what extent these and other activities may in the future be 
temporarily curtailed obviously cannot be forecast. At the moment 
routine business is in progress, some of it at the office in Burlington 
House, some at Down House in Kent. In case this should meet the eyes 
of persons unfamiliar with the story of Down House, it may be mentioned 
that it was the home of Charles Darwin, became the property of the 
Association by the gift of Sir Buckston Browne, and is maintained by us 
as a national memorial, freely open to the public in normal times. On 
August 24 last the word was given to close it and to take other precautions 
previously arranged: the objects of historical value, Darwin's and others, 
were placed (ite is honed) in safety, and these lines ere written in 
what was once Darwin's dining-room, now dismantled and in use as an 
office. Other rooms in the house are equipped as the first-aid post for 
the village of Downe, and as a hos»,ital supply depot, so that the Associ- 
ation and the public owe a further debt of gratitude to Sir Puckston 
Browne for his gift, for reasons far other than those for which that 
gift was originally made."
